"White Collar” Workers Affected

WASHINGTON, June 8 —(AP)—In a decisio n affecting 
sev eral millio n “ white co llar” wo rkers, the Supreme Co urt 
upheld to day the g o v ernment’s co ntentio n that additio nal 
co mpensatio n fo r o v ertime 
mu st, in the absence o f a co n­ 
tract fo r a specific ho urly wage, be paid emplo y es ev en 
tho ug h they receiv e a fix ed 
weekly salary abo v e the 
amo unt required by the wag e-ho ur 
law. 
Two decision s were delivered 
by the cou rt on this q u estion . In 
on e, delivered by Ju stice Reed, 
the tribu n al asserted th at the

to extract the utm ost in dram atic 
effect from his burial place. 
4. Ordered scien tists to m eas­ 
ure his skull an d features 
to 
the thousan dth of an in ch an d 
prepare a 130-page report 
o n the 
structure of his head. 
HITLER’S CONCEPTION 
These acts may seem to be 
n othin g more than the whim of a 
man who has so much power that 
he can in dulge himself an y thin g, 
but actually they are part of H it­ 
ler’s con ception of himself in life 
an d death as a sort of n ew de­ 
liverer, whose m y stic in fluen ce 
shall go down through the ages. 
He is un balan ced an d he has 
some terrific emotion al tan trum s 
(some of them a t least, staged 
for their effect at a given mo­ 
men t). But he is n ot y et ready , 
by a lon g way , to be led away to 
an asy lum for Goerin g, the army 
or an y on e else. 
MOST da n g e r o u s 
An d while he remain s in power, 
every thin g that I kn ow about him 
con vin ces me overpowerin gly that 
he is the most dan gerous an d on e 
of the shrewdist political gan g­ 
sters in existen ce. 
There is n othin g that illustrates 
H itler’s tremen dous egoism an d 
the play that he allows his fan ­ 
tastic whims better than his so- 
called eagle’s n est, a large glass­ 
ed-in room built on top of the 
Kehlstein , tower-like rock forrn - 
j ation 38 00 feet high in the Bavar- 
i ian moun tain s. 
TREMENDOUS J OB 
The Kehlstein can be reached 
on ly by an elevator in a shaft 
bored 18 00 feet through the moun ­ 
tain rock. It was a tremen dous 
task at which the builders quailed 
un til H itler said that, cost what 
it might, the shaft must be bored. 
It was, but at the cost of the lives 
of 12 workers. Seven acciden ts 
in terrupted the work. But the 
dictator allowed n othin g to in ter­ 
fere with the con struction . 
When the shaft was completed. 
H itler decided that he must make 
the first trip in the elevator to 
the top. H itler en tered the eleva­ 
tor. which is large en ough to 
accommodate an automobile, an d 
started upward. 
But somethin g 
wen t w r o n g an d the elevator 
stuck mid-way up the shaft. For 
four hours the furious Fue-hrer 
sat there, a prison er in the mid­ 
dle of the moun tain rock, un til 
experts were able to 
l o c a t e a 
s m a l l techn ical difficulty an d 
complete the journ ey . 
An in ten sevsecret police in vesti­ 
gation was ordered an d all exits 
were barred to w o r k e r s an d 
others, but n o t h i n g was ever 
f o u n d to in dicate that H itler’s 
va n i t y had been sabotaged by 
an y thin g more dan gerous than a 
blown fuse plug.

H itler’s political testam en t is 
locked away in on e of the great 
safety chambers of the Kehlstein , 
with state papers of particular 
importan ce an d the secret records 
of the Nazi party . His testamen t 
makes these amazin g provision s:

will hav e mo re time to g o abo u t. 
Ev ery where they will meet so l­ 
diers in u nifo rm, the majo rity 
being 
strang ers f r o m 
distant 
places. 
There is alway s a g reater in­ 
terest in strang ers fo r bo th g irls 
and bo y s, g irls and so ldiers. Add 
to that interest the appeal o f a 
u nifo rm o f o u r co u ntry ’s serv ice 
and the resu lt is an ex citing in­ 
terest. That is natu ral bu t u n­ 
der the circu mstances, a bit dan­ 
g ero u s fo r the g irls, especially 
the y o u ng er o r.es. 
The situ atio n is lo aded ag ainst 
them becau se o f their stag e o f 
g ro wth 
and their 
inex perience. 
They hav e been tau g ht, o f co u rse, 
bu t o nly in wo rds, and 
wo rds 
ag ainst 
the po werfu l driv e o f 
y o u th and sex are weak indeed. 
Still we m ast try to teach these 
bappy , carefree children to main­ 
tain co u rteo u s reserv es 
to ward 
the y o u ng men in u nifo rm. These 
are no t bo y s, bu t men, away fro m 
ho me, away fro m the friends, and 
the sweethearts that 
made 
u p 
so g reat a part o f their liv es. 
Eag er to Fo rg et 
They are lo nely and their minds 
are, beset with frig htening po ssi­ 
bilities ming led with ho pes and 
do u bts and dreams. 
They 
are 
eag er fo r fo rg etfu lness, fo r friend­ 
liness, a to u ch o f ho me, and there 
is mu ch in the friendship o f y o u ng 
g irls fired by idealism, to satisfy 
these needs. 
That is all v ery well, bu t u n­ 
less the limits o f su ch friendships 
are rig idly set 
there are likely 
to be resu lts that pro v e disas­ 
tro u s fo r the g irls. They mu st 
kno w that there are few so ldiers 
who hav e no t left g irls behind 
them. Many o f them hav e left 
wiv es, families that are depend­ 
ent in many way s u po n them. 
Only a child, su ch as a g irl in 
her early teens, co u ld accept the 
idea that a man in his twenties 
and o n u p co u ld hav e liv ed so 
lo ng witho u t meeting a g irl he 
ado red, bu t had spent tho se y ears 
in waiting fo r her to appear. 
Of co u rse the child will say , 
“This is different”. To o inex peri­ 
enced to kno w o r to u nderstand 
when to ld, that there is no thing 
‘‘different’’ in life. It g o es fo r­ 
ward o n immu table laws 
and 
tho se who inv o ke tho se laws mu st 
abide by their decrees. Mo thers 
and ho stesses and teachers and 
clu b leaders mu st take rspo nsi- 
bility fo r these y o u ng g irls in 
this m atter. Chapero ne them care­ 
fu lly . 
So me Men Are Weak 
There are in ev ery g reat g ro u p 
o f men so me who are weak, so me 
who are selfish, so me who hav e 
scant reg ard fo r any thing o r any ­ 
bo dy standing in the way o f their 
co mfqrt. The serv ices hav e their 
fu ll qu o ta o f these and it 
be­ 
ho o v es the g irls and their lead­ 
ers, to remember that. 
Respo nsible, decent men are re­ 
spo nsible and decent in the serv ice 
as they were at ho me. Girls mu st 
remember that scraping acqu ain­ 
tance with a man o n the ro ad, the 
so cial, co nv entio nal meeting o f a 
man at a party , the writing o f let­ 
ters to strang e men, their atti­ 
tu des to ward strang e men, do no t 
chang e in the least becau se the 
men wear their co u ntry 's u nifo rm. 
Respecting that u nifo rm, 
re­ 
specting themselv es, is ju st ro u ­ 
tine in wartime. To think that 
the co nditio ns permit u nco nv en­ 
tio nal behav io r is to make a sad 
mistake, a v ery sad o ne where 
the g irls are co ncerned.

Ol K PACIFIC VICTORY 
Just how much damage was done to the Japa­ 
nese fleet in the mighty b attle of the Pacific is 
still a m atter for conjecture b ut it is certain that 
'he enemy has b een struck a crippling b low, if 
not a major disaster. 
The carefully guarded communique of Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz cautions against claims of a 
Japanese disaster b ut the report of 13 to 15 Nip 
warships b eing sunk or damaged is heartening. 
Heartening too, is the report that our defense 
at Midway was not surprised b y the attacking 
forces of the enemy. According to yesterday’s 
report b y the Associated Press, “the Japanese 
invasion force, far from surprising the defenders 
of Midway, was engaged in b attle b efore its ad­ 
vance raiding force could soften the defenses of 
the tiny westernmost b astion of the Hawaiian 
group.” 
No nation, not even America or England, can 
stand such naval losses as Admiral Nimitz re­ 
ported the Japanese took without suffering a 
severe setb ack. W arships are precious and even 
those that escaped sinking are certain to b e under 
repair for considerab le time. Not only were valu­ 
ab le warships lost 
b y the Japanese 
b ut the 
report of Admiral Nimitz states most of the air­ 
craft on the aircraft carriers also were lost. 
Without attem pting to predict the time of 
the end of the war, it is safe to say that a few 
such major victories as the United States won 
ir, the sea b attle in the Eastern Pacific will go 
a long way toward b ringing the conflict to a 
close. 


WHAT A PITY, ALL THIS WAS TE OF WORK 


If we can reduce the cost of living—the lab or 
to get the things we need—b y the simple scheme 
of estab lishing a ceiling on prices, as the Admin 
istration has done, it seems a great pity that 
i his simple method of keeping prices down was 
not put into operation a hundred years ago. If 
this method of keeping prices down will work 
and we can get the goods, as the Administration 
would lead us to b elieve, then it is a pity that 
Roosevelt was not b om 150 years ago and started 
us out right in this nation. 
Think of all the unnecessary work the people

WASHINGTON, June 8 —Rus­ 
sia is pressing for a post-war 
understanding now on acquisition 
of a moderate amount of territory 
which she considers essential to 
her own defense. 
You can see this in the inspired

from Moscow 
such as the one June 
3 in the 
New York Times, claiming Red 
rights to the Karelian isthmus 
the little Baltic states of Lith 
uania, Latvia and Estonia, the 
part of Poland she occupied called 
“White Russia,” and the Bessar 
ab ian, Bukovinian and Moldavian 
sections of Romania. 
The request for an under and

petent authority to have b ecome 
known diplomatically to London 
and to Washington. 
Ob viously, even such a fair 
sounding and restrained demand 
cannot b e granted without cor 
rupting the b asis on which the 
United States and Great Britain 
are conducting the war, or in 
fact our own form of government 
Secret promises would amount 
to secret treaties, and the Presi 
dent is not empowered to make 
secret treaties. Our form of gov­ 
ernment requires treaties to b e 
ratified and proclaimed b y the 
Senate. If any official of this 
government made a promise, it 
could not b e b inding, and, there­ 
fore, would b e worthless. 
But even if this were not the 
case, neither ' ondon nor Wash­ 
ington

Japs used gas around Kinhwa. 
The Chinese held the city for 
seven days against Jap attacks 
until heavy b arrages of gas shells 
were fired into the town. 
On most of the other occasions 
the use was limited and in some, 
ex perimental. 
It is strange, b ut true, to learn 
now, 
after 
all 
we 
anticipated 
ab out prospective gas terroriza­ 
tion in this war, that few advan­ 
ces in its demoniacal efficiency 
have b een made b y any nation 
since the last war. The improve­ 
ments are nothing like those in 
the use of aviation, tanks and 
artillery. 
Chlorine and m ustard 
types of the World W ar are still 
the main ones. 
The 'stuff we heard ab out the 
Germans having nerve gas which 
temporarily 
froze their 
adver­ 
saries on the Belgian and Dutch 
b order-was just that—stuff. Both 
in Russia and in Japan, the enemy 
has used gas mostly in m ortar 
shells at a range of 
300 or 400 
yards. Occasionally a withdraw­ 
ing force left gas mines b ehind. 
If anyone starts anything we 
are well supplied fo. that method 
of warfare. Gas can b e produced 
easily and in great quantities. 
The shells are easily made. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s warning there­ 
fore will no doub t b ~ effective.
